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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  this  past  year  Ave  have  experienced  many  changes, 
which  we  hope  the  majority  was  for  the  better.  We  have 
seen  the  nev/  Municipal  Building  completed,  which  we 
feel  we  all  should  be  proud,  and  is  the  envy  of  nearly 
all  surrounding-  towns.  This  building  is  now  used  by  all 
community  functions,  and  also  a  very  much  needed  fire 
department  area. 

We  have  seen  many  laws,  statewide,  pass  the  legisla- 
ture that  can  and  will  affect  us,  mostly  in  a  monetary 
sense  of  view.  Hopefully  m.any  of  the  bills  will  be  amend- 
ed or  repealed.  One  of  the  largest,  and  the  one  that 
will  hit  all  the  people,  without  a  doubt,  the  hardest,  is 
the  tremendous  increase  in  the  state  property  evalua- 
tion. This  bill  we  did  appeal,  but  to  no  avail.  This  af- 
fects many  phases  of  our  appropriations,  due  to  the  cut- 
back in  subsidy,  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the  school 
budget. 

We  also  have  sought  and  held  meetings  with  the  prop- 
er people,  of  trying  to  utilize  the  water  rights,  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  electricity  at  a  much  lower  cost  to 
all  homeowners. 

We  also  have  seen  the  County  landfill  be  dropped  and 
hopefully  will  be  amended  in  this  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture, so  that  this  expense  will  not  have  to  be  absorbed 
by  the  tov/n.  Also  v/e  received  over  one  hundred  per- 
cent increase  in  Federal  Revenue  Sharing.  These  are 
some,  not  all  by  any  means  that  we  have  strived  to  rep- 
resent you  ui  the  vv^ay  that  we  felt  that  you  would  wish 
to  be  represented.

The  examination  was  in  the  form  of  a  limited  general 
audit  and  performed  in  accordance  with  standards  estab- 
lished by  the  State  Department  of  Audit  and  by  the  Na- 
tional  Committee  on  Governmental  Accounting.  Audit 
analysis  was  on  a  basis  consistent  with  the  preceding 
year  and  included  all  procedures  considered  necessary. 

Transactions  effecting  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
were  examined  in  accordance  with  the  ''Audit  Guide  and 
Standards  for  Revenue  Sharing  Recipients"  issued  by 
the  Office  of  Revenue  Sharing,  U.  S.  Department  of  the 
Treasury. 

Insofar  as  could  be  ascertained  within  the  scope  of  the 
examination,  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Town  appear  to 
have  been  appropriately  handled^  with  such  exceptions 
as  may  be  noted  in  the  accompanying  comments. 

Exhibits  and  schedules  together  with  the  accompany- 
ing comments  present  the  result  of  the  financial  opera- 
tions of  the  Town  for  the  period  designated.

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COMMENTS 

TOWN  OF  EAST  MACHIAS 

MARCH  8,  1973  TO  MARCH  12,  1974 

An  audit  has  been  completed  of  the  books  and  records 
of  the  Town  of  East  Machias  for  the  period  March  8, 
1973  to  March  12,  1974. 

The  examination  included  a  review  of  cash  transactions 
and  an  analysis  of  available  funds  and  expenditures.  The 
results  are  incorporated  in  the  following  comments,  ex- 
hibits and  supporting  schedules. 

An  analysis  of  the  results  of  the  year's  operations  re- 
vealed that  net  departmental  balances  lapsed  to  surplus 
amounted  to  $24,372.06.  Unexpended  balances  in  excise 
tax,  overlay  and  AleAvive  accounts  contributed  to  the  net 
balances  lapsed  to  surplus. 

The  following  comments  pertain  to  the  1973-74  fiscal 
period. 

ASSETS  .  .  .  The  general  fund  cash  balance  of  $36,- 
213.51  w^as  reconciled  with  •  a  statement  furnished  by 
Northeast  Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  Machias,  Maine. 

Taxes  receivable  of  $3,765.70  represented  the  uncollect- 
ed balance  of  the  1973  commitment. 

Tax  liens  and  tax  acquired  property  amounted  to 
$761.78  and  $242.95  respectively. 

LIABILriTES  .  .  .  Town  notes  amounting  to  $85,000-00 
were  issued  during  the  year  for  constrcution  of  a  new 
municipal  building.  These  mature  at  $8,500.00  plus  in- 
terest annually. 

Revenue  sharing  funds  amounting  to  $4,810.72  were 
received  from  the  State  and  $4,155.17  used  to  reduce  tax- 
es.   Revenue  sharing  funds  amounting  to  $17,067.00  were 
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received  from  the  Federal  Government  and  $8,580.47  ex- 
pended. (See  Exhibit  F). 

RESERVES  .  .  .  Departmental  balances  carried  to  the 
succeeding  fiscal  period  amounted  to  $18,358.68,  and  rep- 
resented balances  remaining  in  the  State  Aid  Road  and 
Municipal  Building  accounts. 

The  new  municipal  building  fund  established  at  the 
1970  Tov\ai  Meeting  amounting"  to  $12,346.88  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Town  Building  account. 

SURPLUS  .  .  .  „The  unappropriated  surplus  amounted 
to  $22,305.51,  a  decrease  of  $480.83  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year. 

TRUST  FUNDS  .  .  .  Trust  fund  principals  amounted  to 
$5,567.00  while  unexpended  income  amounted  to  $2,464.12 
at  the  year  end. 

RESERVE  FUNDS  .  .  .  The  museum  fund  amounted  to 
v$942.41  while  the  fire  truck  fund  totaled  $4,331.48.  These 
vv^ere  represented  by  time  deposits  in  Machias  Savmgs 
Bank.  A  disaster  relief  payment  from  the  Slate  was  set 
up  in  reserve  at  the  3^ear  end. 

Licluded  in  this  report  are  exhibits  and  schedules  per- 
taining to  the  financial  status  of  the  Town.  Audit  pro- 
cedures were  followed  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary 
to  develop  these  statements. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and 
supporting  statements  fairly  present  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  the  Town  at  March  12,  1974,  and  the  result  of  its 
operations  for  the  year  then  ended.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  people  of  East  ^-Jachias  are  to  be  congratulated, 
for  once  again  the  Fire  Department  records  reveal  you 
are  being-  extremely  careful  Avith  fire. 

We  had  in  all  tAventy-six  fires,  fi^^e  of  which  were  out 
of  toAvn.  Last  year  Ave  had  tAventy-fiA'e  and  of  these 
four  AA-ere  out  of  toAA'n.  Looking  back  to  1964  aa'C  had 
fifty-four  fire  calls.  In  1970  we  had  thirty-two.  It  def- 
initely isn't  because  Ave  have  new  equipment  and  a  new 
station  that  these  have  diminished;  the  answer  is  found 
with  A-ou  the  people,  aa'Iio  haA'c  become  more  fire  con- 
scious, and  Ave  sincerely  thank  you  for  being  so. 

Our  equipment  is  better  than  ten  years  ago,  it's  more 
pOAverful,  faster,  dependable,  plus  we  have  more  fighting 
equipment  ether  than  trucks ;  to  name  a  fcAA'^ — tAvo  smoke 
ejectors,  2  Scott  Air  Paks,  a  generator  and  pOAverful 
lights,  radios  and  other  smaller  articles  Avhich  in  innum- 
erable Avays  help  us  to  cut  the  time  in  killing  a  fire. 

V\'e  have  a  6x6  10  Avheeler,  former  Guard  truck,  AAdiich 
we  are  converting  into  a  fire  tank  truck.  It  still  isn't 
completed  but  Ave  "re  in  hopes  of  liaAung  it  operable  this 
year.  This  Avill  bring  a  good  supply  of  Avater  to  the  fire 
in  those  areas  Avhere  a  supply  cannot  be  found  for  our 
pumper. 

^Ve  moved  into  the  ncAV  station  Oct.  31,  1974  and  on 
Nov.  2,  1974  Ave  ansAvered  the  first  call. 

Our  thanks  go  out  to  the  tOAvnspeople  for  their  faA^or- 
able  response  to  our  request  for  this  station=  We  don't 
need  to  Avalk  sideAvays  to  go  from  one  end  of  the  build- 
ing to  the  other  for  there  is  plenty  of  room.  All  our 
equipment  is  together  in  a  Avell  lighted  and  heated  build- 
ing\.  something  Ave  liaA'c  desired  for  a  long  time  has  been 
fulfilled  and  Ave  are  certainly  proud,  not  only  of  the  sta- 
tion but  by  your  action,  to  liaA'c  the  feeling  you  as  the 
people  of  the  tOAvn  Ave  represent  are  right  there  behind 
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us  cue  hundred  percent,  recognizing  our  needs  and  doing- 
all  you  can  to  help  us.    We  appreciate  it. 

We  will  continue  this  year  with  the  grass  burning  pro- 
gram. We'll  try  to  work  this  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
date  of  your  request,  sometimes  this  can't  be  done,  due 
to  wetness  of  the  location.  Remember  there  is  no  charge 
but  if  you  wish  to  donate  it  is  certainly  appreciated. 

You  will  note  another  article  relative  to  the  alarm 
system.  We  feel  installing  this  outside  circuit  at  this 
time  is  not  necessary.  We  now  have  the  Red  Phone  and 
Radio  alarm  system,  however  this  is  a  tOAvn  fire  alarm 
voted  at  an  official  town  meeting  therefore  it  must  he 
your  decision  and  one  by  which  we  will  abide. 

We  still  have  our  mutual  agreement  with  the  Cutler 
Naval  Ease  wdiicli  has  always  given  us  full  support  at  any 
time.  The  Department  also  expresses  its  appreciation 
to  ail  other  Fire  Departments  that  have  supported  us  this 
past  year. 

Members  of  your  Department  have  attended  two  fire 
schools  of  three  weeks  each,  given  at  the  W.C. V.T.I,  at 
Calais  in  1974.  We  have  another  scheduh>d  lo  be  given 
at  East  J\Iachias  in  late  March  this  year.  These  are  giv- 
en by  the  State  under  State  Fire  instructors. 

Any  fire  department  that  doesn't  wish  to  become  stag- 
nant must  always  be  thinking  of  progress.  It  Avas  with 
the  thought  of  training  new  young  members  that  the 
following  men  joined  the  department  last  fall  —  Dean 
Crossman,  Danu)-  Davis,  Kenneth  Davis,  Jr.,  Duane  Da- 
vis, Lav/rence  Dodge,  Jr..  Warren  Gniy  and  Alalcohn 
Roberts.  It  is  needless  to  say  avc  Avelcome  them  a])oar(l. 
They  are  doing  a  commendable  jol)  and  huinj  if  lln>v  leave 
this  area  in  the  future,  training  liere  will  licli-)  them  iii 
some  way,  as  thev  are  lielping  the  town  now. 
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It  is  with  sincere  appreciation  to  tlie  East  Macliias  fire- 
men that  I,  as  chief,  close  this  report,  without  their  help 
and  support,  which  they  have  always  given  unselfishly, 
we  vv^ouldn't  be  able  to  offer  much  fire  control  to  the 
tovv^n.  Thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  Selectmen  who 
have  helped  and  supported  us  in  many  ways  over  the 
year.

WHEREA.S,  the  Town  of  East  Machias  elects  to  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Flood  Insur- 
ance Act  of  1968  (P.  L.  90-448,  amended)  : 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  es- 
tablished in  the  aforesaid  Act  provides  that  maps  shall 
be  provided  by  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration 
identifying  those  areas  of  the  Town  in  the  flood  plain 
having  a  special  flood  hazard; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Town 
of  East  Machias  as  follows : 

1.  Permit.  Before  construction,  relocation,  replacement, 
or  substantial  enlargement  or  modification  of  any 
building  has  commenced  in  the  special  flood  hazard 
area  designated  on  the  maps  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968,  as  am- 
ended, the  owner  or  lessee,  or  the  architect,  engineer, 
contractor  or  builder  employed  by  such  owner  or  les- 
see shall  obtain  from  the  (Code  Enforcem^ent  Officer, 
Planning  Board  or  Selectm-cn)"^'  a  permit  covering  such 
proposed  work. 

2.  Application.  The  application  for  a  permit  shall  be 
subm.itted  in  writing  to  the  (Code  Enforcement  Offi- 
cer, Planning  Board,  or  Selectm^en)*  and  shall  include; 

a.  the  name  and  address  of  applicant, 

b.  an  address  or  :i  map  indicating  the  location  of  the 
construction  site, 

c.  a  site  plan  shov/nig  location  of  existing  and  pro- 
posed structure  (s),  selvage  disposal  facilities,  vvi 
ter  supply,  areas  to  be  cut  and  filled  and  the  lot 
dimi  ens  ions. 
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d.  a  statement  of  intended  use  of  the  proposed  struc- 
ture(s), 

e.  a  statement  as  to  the  type  of  sewige  system  pro- 
posed, 

f.  specification  of  dimensions  of  the  proposed  struc- 
ture (s)  (length,  width  and  height) 

g.  the  elevation  (in  relation  to  ground  and  mean  sea 
level)  or  the  lov^est  floor,  including  basement,  and 
if  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  or  more 
sides,  the  elevation  of  the  floor  imimediately  above, 
and 

h.  a  copy  of  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  pro- 
posed construction.  This  requirement  may  be  mod- 
ified by  decision  of  the  (Code  Enforcement  Offi- 
cer, Planning  Board  or  Selectmen)*  when  in  their 
opinion  such  information  is  or  is  not  needed  to 
determine  the  conformance  of  the  proposed  con- 
struction v/ith  this  ordinance. 

3.  Fee.  A  permit  fee  of  $10.00  (ten  dollars)  shall  be  paid 
to  the  town  clerk  (for  compensation  of  the  Code  Enforce- 
ment Officer)  with  a  copy  of  the  receipt  to  accompany 
the  application. 

4.  Review.  The  (Code  Enforcement  Officer,  Planning 
Board  or  Selectmen)*  shall  review  all  aforesaid  building 
permit  applications  to  determine  whether  proposed  build- 
ing sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  Any 
construction,  relocation,  replacement  or  substantial  en- 
largement or  modification  of  any  building,  including  pre- 
fabricated and  mobile  homes  upon  building  sites  in  the 
special  flood  hazard  area  must: 

a.  be  designed  or  modified  and  anchored  to  prevent 
flotation,  collapse  or  lateral  movement  of  the 
structure, 

b.  use  construction  material  and  utility  equipment 
that  are  resistant  to  flood  damage,  and 
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c.  use  construction  methods  and  practices  that  will 
minimize  flood  damage. 

5.  Subdivision.  The  (Planning  Board  or  Selectmen)* 
shall,  when  reviewing  subdivisions  under  30  M.R.S.A. 
paragraph  4956,  assure  that : 

a.  all  such  proposals  are  consistent  with  the  need 
to  minimize  flood  damage, 

b.  all  public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as  sewer, 
gas,  electrical  and  water  systems  are  located,  ele- 
vated, and  constructed  to  minimize  or  eliminate 
flood  damages,  and 

c.  adecjuate  drainage  is  provided  so  as  to  reduce  ex- 
posure to  flood  hazards. 

6.  Plumbing.  The  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  require  new 
or  replacement  water  supply  systems  and  sanitary  sew- 
age systems  to  be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  in- 
filtration of  flood  u^aters  into  the  systems  and  discharges 
from  the  systems  into  flood  waters,  and  require  on-site 
waste  disposal  systems  to  'he  located  so  as  to  avoid  im- 
pairment of  them  or  contamination  from  them  during 
flooding. 

7.  P^egulations.  The  (Planning  Board  or  Selectmen)*  may 
adopt  any  reasonable  regulations  that  are  consistent  with 
and  in  furtherance  of  the  objectives  of  sections  4,  5  and 
6,  above,  that  they  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  en- 
forcement of  said  sections  and  udiich  are  consistent  with 
State  law, 

8.  Variances.  The  Board  of  yVppeals  may,  upon  written 
application  of  the  affected  landowner,  grant  a  variance 
from  the  strict  application  of  this  Ordinance  under  the 
following  conditions : 

a.  the  strict  application  of  the  terms  of  this  Ordi- 
nance vv'ould  result  in  undue  hardship  to  the  appli- 
cant or  w^ould  not  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
community,  and 
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b.  the  hardship  is  not  the  result  of  action  taken  by 
the  appHcant  or  a  prior  owner  in  violation  of  this 
Ordinance. 

9.  Appeals.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may,  upon  written  ap- 
plication of  an  aggrieved  party  and  after  public  notice, 
hear  appeals  from  determinations  of  the  (Planning  Board, 
Selectmen  or  Code  Enforcement  Officer)*  in  the  admin- 
istration of  this  Ordinance.  Such  hearings  shall  be  held 
in  accordance  with  State  laws.  Following  such  hearing, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  may  reverse  the  decision  of  the 
(Planning  Board,  Selectmen  or  Code  Enforcement  Offi- 
cer)* only  upon  a  finding  that  the  decision  is  clearly 
contrary  to  specific  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  An 
appeal  may  be  taken  Avithin  thirty  days  after  any  deci- 
sion is  rendered  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  by  any  party 
to  Superior  Court  in  accordance  with  State  Law. 

10.  Enforcement.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  (Code  En- 
forcement Officer  or  Planning  Board)*  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  If  the  (Code  Enfor.-emcnt 
Officer  or  Planning  Board)*  finds  that  any  provision  or 
this  Ordinance  is  being  violated,  (he  or  they)  sha'i  noii- 
fy  in  writing  the  person  responsible  for  such  violation 
indicating  the  nature  of  the  violation  and  ordering  the 
action  necessary  to  correct  it. 

When  the  above  action  does  not  result  in  the  correc- 
tion or  abatement  of  the  violation,  the  Municipal  Offi- 
cers, upon  notice  from  the  (Code  Enforcement  v.'fficer 
or  Planning  Board)*,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  institute  any  and  all  actions,  whether  legal  or  equit- 
able, necessary  to  the  enforcement  of  this  Ordinance. 
Any  person  who  continues  to  violate  any  provision  of  this 
Ordinance  after  receiving  notice  of  such  violation  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to 
$100.00  for  each  violation.  Each  day  such  a  violation  is 
continued  is  a  separate  offense.
